DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or render obvious an apparatus including the 
combination of limitations recited in claims 1 and 15. In regard to the closest prior art, 
the first reference Luther (US 4,964,854) does not disclose the recited gasket in 
combination with an impeding means or irregularity that has a size larger than the 
needle shaft and gasket opening. Luther instead discloses a ferrule (60) which is 
impeded by an inwardly extending annular groove (29) that does not have a size larger 
than the needle shaft or the opening of ferrule (60). Furthermore, the applicant's 
arguments are persuasive in that a ferrule cannot be considered a "gasket" as the 
ferrule does not provide any sealing capabilities around the needle shaft. In regard to 
the combination of Crawford (US 5,601,536) and Chang et al. (5,419,766), the 
applicant's arguments are persuasive in that there does not appear to be any motivation 
to provide a gasket at the tip protector base as there already is a structure (20) present 
to provide a stop for the impeding means. The placement of the gasket at structure (20) 
would not stop the backflow of fluid from the catheter and therefore would not even 
solve any backflow problems the assembly of Crawford might encounter. For these 
reasons, claims 1 and 15 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art.
